employed at USL (9/48-8/50). Correspondence in subjectts file at 
Bureau of Ships reflected that Captain PRYOR apparently was personally 
aware of IGE investigation conducted in 1949-50 concerning subject. 
Captain PRYOR also person who reportedly recognized subject shortly 
after SEBORER?s entry on duty at Bureau of Ships, Washington, D. C.,

MORRIS advised that OSCAR SEBORER worked in a 
section that was primarily interested in harbor defense 
both in the US and in the NATO countries. The equipment 
used in the harbor defense project, according to MORRIS, 
was old World War II equipment and was not classified. 
However, the location of this equipment in the harbors 
and the harhorg themselves which were to be defended 
by the US WU .lassified as secret information. MORRIS 
advised that there were 1) harbors in the United States 
and seven în the NATO countries which the US planned to 
defend. MORRIS stated hab the identity of these harbors 
and the Location of the equipment which was to be used 
to defend these harbors would be of extreme value to an 
unfriendly government. 


MORRIS was not able to recall any other infor- 
mation concerning SEBORER and concluded by advising that 
any knowledge he had concerning SEBORER was made available 
to him by McGARRY, 


WILLIAM J. LEE advised that during the pertinent 
period, he was employed in the maintenance department of 
ESD and shared office space with DIEHL. ELES described 
this office as being next to the office that was used 
by HcGARRY and SEBORER. 


LEH was unable to identify a photo of the 
subject, but did recall the name when it was mentioned to 
him. He stated that SEBORER was a very quis individual 
and that he had very limited dealings with him. He 
did not know the nature of SEBORER's work nor did he know 
whether or not SEBORER had access to any classified infor- 
mation.

In à conference with JOE GERSHMAN, Canadian CP 
functionary in charge of the "Jewish Bureau," and also a member 
of the Canadian CP Trade Union Commission, the matter of 
GERSHMAN! s previous request that representatives of the CP, USA 
"Jewish Group! go to Toronto for consultations with the Canadian 
CP "Jewish Group! regarding the current Jewish situation was 
mentioned. NY 694-S, pursuant to instructions received from 
ITCHE GOLDBERG, CP, USA, "Jewish Group" functionary, told 
GERSHMAN that the CP, USA "Jewish Group! is anxious to confer 
with the Canadian group, but will have to postpone going to 
Toronto until the return to New York of PAUL NOVICK, "Morning 
Freiheit! Editor who presently is on the West Coast. Another 
reason for the said postponement, the informant told GERSHMAN, 
is that currently there is a fight within the CP, USA "Jewish 
Group' as & result of which RUBIN SALTZMAN was deposed from 
leadership. (The Bureau has been advised previously regarding 
this matter.) The informant also briefed GERSHMAN regarding 
recent developments in the Mine, Mill and Smelter workers Union 
(MMSWU), the United Electrical, Radio and Machine Workers of 
America (UERMWA) and the International Fur and Leather workers 
Union (IFLWU), as reported to NY 694-S by HAL SIMON, CP, USA, 
Trade Union functionary, for transmission to GERSHMAN, 
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(Information regarding these matters has been previously reported 
to the Bureau.) GERSHMAN was pleased to receive this informa- 
tion and stated that he would report it to the Canadian CP 
secretariat immediately. 


GERSHMAN delivered to NY 694-S, for transmission to 
PAUL NOVICK, mentioned above, a letter in Yiddish, a copy of 
which is being furnished herewith to the Bureau. The following 
is the content of said letter as translated by HYMAN N. RABINOWITZ 
(Interpreter) (Translator), who is familiar with Jewish Communist 
activities in New York: 


"Dear Pesach «fl ..; 


"Did not write about our meeting, because things did 
not go through as we planned, and it could not have been 
otherwise because, although, on the whole, there is unity 
here, the question of I.B, is still an important one and 
we don't expect to settle it before the end of this week, 
or one week later, 


"So, perhaps, it isn't so terrible that one of you 
was not present this time. But we are very anxious to 
have a discussion with you on a number of questions, 
including the question of the newspaper. We will see 
whether we can accomplish something on this subject. 


“well, we are preparing for our campaign and to 
celebrate the 30th anniversary of the progressive Yiddish 
press in Canada. You probably know that we asked MOSES 
to come here, so we would celebrate his birthday also, 
But he is undecided and we do not understand the reason. 
The fact that the Rabbi again did not succeed in enter- 
ing is no proof that there are obstacles, Please see 
whether you can influence MOSES to come, But, if not, 
we would like someone else. (Oh, if only you could come 
this time!) of course, MORRIS, the professor, is very 
well regarded here, although he has been here a number 
of times, But, if not the professor, perhaps you will 
agree on someone else. But there is one thing I beg of

you and all our people, you must help us and immediately. 
You must know definitely who will come within a few days. 


This time I will answer more punetually 
because our friend HERSHEL G, is joining the editorial

Mr. RABINOWITZ furnished the following as his interpre- 


tation as some of the language in the above letter:

"Pesach! is the Hebrew name of PAUL NOVICK., 

"There is unity here," During the past three months the 
Jewish Communists have been propagandizing unity with the 
anti-Communist forces, as was the case during the war. 

The "Morning Freiheit had a number of discussion articles 
and letters by readers on the subject, 

"J.B." are the initials of J.B, SALZBERG, a former member 
of the Canadian Parliament, 

"the question of the newspaper." This probably refers to 
the reader and fund campaign being conducted by the " Mornitg 
Freiheit," 

"MOSES," This probably refers to MOISHE KATZ, political 
analyst of the "Morning Freieheit," whose 7Oth birthday is 
being celebrated and propagandized in conjunction with the 
"Morning Freiheit fund campaign for $200,000.00, 

"Rabbi' probably refers to Rabbi ABRAHAM BICK, who has been 
occupied recently with travelling around the country selling 
his latest book 'Vecker Un Kemfer," concerning the part 
played by the Jews in the Abolitionist Movement, 

"MORRIS, the professor," probably refers to MORRIS U, 
SCHAPPES, formerly English Professor at City College. 
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SAM CARR 


NY 694-S' contact with SAM CARR, former member of a 
Canadian espionage ring, was, for the most part, social in nature. 
CARR, however, did mention that he is writing "Economic Reports" 
for the Canadian CP under the guidance of LESLIE MORRIS, 
Executive Secretary and member of the Secretariat of the Canadian 
CP and currently second in command to TIM BUCK in the Canadian 
CP leadership. CARR stated also that under the name of "COLEMAN" 
(PH) he recently wrote "A book review of STAROBIN" (JOSEPH 
STAROBIN, "Daily Worker! correspondent), which appeared in the 
11/29/55 issue of the "Canadian Tribune," Canadian CP publication. 


Referring to the difficulties encountered by Communists 
today in obtaining passports, CARR informed NY 694-S that "in 
the old days" he, on occasion, had obtained passports for EUGENE 
DENNIS, CP, USA, functionary, He furnished no specific infor- 
mation in this regard, however, Accompanying CARR, during 
NY 694-S'! meeting with the latter, was an individual whom CARR 
introduced to the informant as "SAM LIPSHITZ" (PH), one of the 
editors of the "Canadian Tribune," mentioned above. According 
to CARR, LIPSHITZ" is a former head of the Canadian CP "Jewish 
Bureau." "ILIPSHITZ', according to the informant, made no 
significant remarks while in the company of NY 694-s, 


While awaiting contact with TIM BUCK the informant 
had social contacts with JACK COWAN, mentioned above, who 
furnished no pertinent information principally because COWAN 
and the informant had no opportunity for private conversation, 
The informant, accompanied by COWAN, visited RIVKA PHILLIPS, 
widow of the recently deceased Canadian cP functionary PAUL 
PHILLIPS, who as Canadian CP National Treasurer had been second 
in command to TIM BUCK, During this meeting with PHILLIPS! 
widow it was suggested by COWAN that PHILLIPS! two young sons 
spend the Christmas holidays with NY 694~-S and the latter's 
family. Whether or not these boys will be guests of the informant 
depends upon Mrs, PHILLIPS' later decision in the matter, To 
insure continued good relations with the Canadian CP NY 694-9 
extended & cordial invitation to the PHILLIPS boys to be his 
guests in New York. 
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On Sunday, 12/4/55, JACK COWAN gave a farewell party 
at his house for TIM BUCK who, as reported in retel, is 
scheduled to leave for Moscow on 12/13/55. Present at the party 
were TIM BUCK, the members of the Canadian CP Executive Commit- 
tee and their wives, SAM CARR and his wife, the widow of PAUL 
PHILLIPS and the informant. The following Executive Committee 
members were present:

NORMAN FREED, head of the Canadian CP Educational 
Bureau and also head of the Canadian CP 
"Peace Movement." 

EDNA RYERSON, who is a member of the Toronto Board 
of Education and who is a sister of CP 
functionary STANLEY RYERSON ~ member of the 
Secretariat now assigned to the Cominform; 

JACK STEWART, Chief Editor of the "canddian Tribune." 


At the aforesaid party, TIM BUCK suggested that 
NY 694-S confer with him on Tuesday. 19/6/55. According to 
BUCK the Toronto city elections on Monday, 12/5/55, would 
occupy all of his time, making it impossible for him to see 
the informant on that day. Besides, BUCK stated, he had learned 
that MILLIE RYERSON, wife of STANLEY RYERSON, had just arrived 
from Bucharest and was scheduled to confer with BUCK on Monday, 
12/5/55. In view of the fact that she might have some news of 
interest to the CP, USA, BUCK suggested that NY 694-S see him 
on Tuesday, 12/6/55. 
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STEVE ENDICOTT 


At the aforesaid party the informant talked to STEVE 
ENDICOTT, described by NY 694-S as head of the Canadian CP 
Youth Movement, the Canadian equivalent of the Labor Youth 
League in the United States. ENDICOTT asked the informant to 
tell LEON WOFSY, hcad of tho Labor Youth League, that he had 
received information to the effect that an important member of 
the World Youth Federation would come to Toronto sooner than 
expected - possibly within a few days. WOFSY was to be told tht 
"Someone" should go to Toronto to meet "him." In the event that 
this person should not arrive as now reported "the date of the 
important meeting with this person will continue to be three 
months from now," In any event, ENDICOTT stated, GLORIA SIEGAL 


will be notified of the specific date of this person's arrival 
in Canada, 


STUART SMITH 


STUART SMITH, head of the Ontario CP, recently returned 
from a trip to Moscow and told NY 694-9 that while abroad he was 
in Italy where he conferred with TOGLIATTI, head of the Italian 
CP, According to TOGLIATTI the reason why he had postponed 
"DONINI'S" (PH) trip to Canada was that "at the time he wanted 
all his Senators around him." SMITH identified "DONINI! (PH) 
as “an Italian Senator who is one of the international leaders 
of the Peace Movement, in 


According to SMITH he also had met" DONINI" (PH), who 
stated that he would visit canada soon. While he is in Canada, 
"DONINI" informed SMITH,it will be imperative that he see who 
ever is in charge of the "Peace Movement" in the United States. 
"DONINI" hopes to assist in "straightening out" the CP, USA, 
"Peace Movement" , which according to SMITH,is "all fouled up." 
SMITH mentioned having contacted important "Peace Movement" 
people in vienna who are particularly concerned about strengthen- 
ing the "Peace Movement" in the United States. They are 
concerned, SMITH said, about the fact that there is no liaison 
between "them and the "United States of America." These 
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individuals in Vienna, SMITH further stated, desire that the 
United States be the strong point of the "Peace Movement." 


SMITH then mentioned having met in Moscow I. 
TRACHTENBERG, who had written an article entitled "The Basic 
Laws and Special Features of Economic "grises." (The Bureau was 
furnished a copy of this article.) Referring to WILLIAM Z, 
FOSTER's criticism of this article (a copy of which was also 
furnished to the Bureau), TRACHTENBERG stated that he was aware 
of having omitted from the article "the farm crisis in the 
United States of America," which omission had been criticized 
by FOSTER, He stated that the object of his article had not been 
to give "an over-all picture" of the impending economic crisis 
in the United States but rather to emphasis the fact that there 
is no such thing as uniformity in the pattern of crises, He 
stated that the next economic crisis in the United States, as 
predicted by leading Soviet economists, will not necessarily 
follow the pattern of the 1929 crisis. 


According to present Soviet economic thinking the 
"time element! in the next United States economic crisis is 
not predictable but it would be well to look for portents 
thereof in Europe. According to TRACHTENBERG signs of a world 
economie crisis will be seen first in Europe, which, although 
it is enjoying its best business boom in years, lacks the 
tremendous reserves necessary to combat an economic crisis, 
By reason of vast reserves in the United States the impending 
economic crisis will not be so immediately apparent there as it 
will be in Europe, 


SMITH then mentioned that while abroad he had visited 
"ail the Democracies" but had spent only a week in Moscow. 
Referring to the “brain-washing' of J.B. SALZBERG by the CCCPSU, 
regarding the Jewish question (previously reported to the Bureau), 
SMITH identified the third member of the three-man commission, 
which conferred with SALZBERG, as "BESADIN' (PH), In a brief 
reference to IRVING POTASH, deported CP, USA, functionary whom 
he had met in Moscow, SMITH stated that “every indication is that 
he (POTASH) will have an office in Prague," 
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JACK STEWART 


According to JACK STEWART, editor of the "Canadian 
Tribune" with whom the informant talked .» at the BUCK farewell 
party, STEWART had been abroad since last July and had visited 
"all the Democracies, including Bulgaria.” In Moscow STEWART 
visited BEATRICE VAN SLYKE, WILLIAM Z. FOSTER's granddaughter, 
at her apartment, According to STEWART she is improving in 
every way. She lives in a modern, four-room apartment, located 
in the vicinity of the "Agricultural Exhibition." She is 
treated by the Soviets as an important person as is evidenced 
by the fact that a woman member of the CCCPSU visits her 
frequently. VAN SLYKE has a housekeeper in the apartment and 
lacks nothing. 


According to STEWART his trip abroad was for " propaganda 
purposes" inasmuch as he will report what he has seen abroad in 
articles in the "Canadian Tribune," 


LESLIE MORRIS 


The informant's contact with LESLIE MORRIS, Executive 
Secretary of the Canadian CP and member of the Canadian cP 
Secretariat, was limited to a brief conversation during the 
course of the BUCK farewell party. By reason of PAUL PHILLIPS! 
recent death,MORRIS, who is now second in command to TIM BUCK, 
was busy with too many CP conferences to be able to confer at 
length with NY 694-S during the few days of the informant!g 
visit. MORRIS expressed concern, however, about the fact that 
as yet no CP trade union official from the United States had 
come to Toronto to discuss the current union mergers which 
apparently are not being regarded in the same way by the 
Canadian CP and the CP, USA, MORRIS suggested that NY 694-s 
discuss the trade union situation with BILL KASHTON, Canadian 
CP Trade Union functionary. 
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On Monday, 12/5/55, the informant contacted BILL 
KASHTON, mentioned above, and furnished the latter with infor- 
mation given to NY 694-S by HAL SIMON for transmission to the 
Canadian CP concerning the current trade union situation, 
particularly as regards the MMSWU, the UERMWA and the IFLWU, 
(The information was previously reported to the Bureau. ) 


KASHTON expressed himself as being disgusted with the 
CP, USA's defeatist attitude with respect to the merger situation, 
He said, "We are going to take care of ourselves first and we 
are not going to get involved with the MMS as we did with the 
furriers," NY 69li-s interpreted KASHTON's remark to mean that 
the Canadian CP will not countenance any more purges of Communists 
which are the result of trade union mergers.  KASHTON further 
stated that the Canadian CP would insist that the CP, USA, 
Satisfactorily explain its defeatist attitude concerning the 
trade union merger situation. KASHTON angrily declared that 
he would not "even talk about the UE situation." He said that 
the Canadian CP is very much disturbed because of ROSS RUSSELL!s 
having been stopped recently by American authorities at the 
Canadian border while on route to New York to attend a General 
Executive Board meeting of the UE, 


KASHTON further remarked that he would not believe any 
more "stories" that the CP, USA, may tell about the "furriers' 
Since he learned that ABE FEINGLASS had been travelling around 
Canada exhibiting to "allthe furriers" a letter signed by 
GEORGE BLAKE CHARNEY, CP, USA, functionary, which reflects 
approval of the "fur and butcher merger’ and which also des- 
cribes FEINGLASS as a man of excellent character, KASHTON 
finally remarked that NY 694-S had better advise HAL SIMON, 

CP, USA, Trade Union functionary, that the latter must try to 
"straighten out" this situation, 


TIM BUCK 
On Tuesday, 12/6/55, NY 694-8 conferred with TIM 


BUCK, the first subject of conversation having been the death 
of PAUL PHILLIPS, who had been second in command of the Canadian 
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CP. In reply to the informant's question as to who would 
succeed PHILLIPS, BUCK prefaced his reply by stating that 
PHILLIPS had handled a number of important positions, having 
been a member of the Secretariat, head of the Canadian cP 
National Groups, and CP Treasurer. BUCK said that there is no 
one person today who satisfactorily could handle all of PHILLIE! 
assignments and that BUCK, therefore, was recommending that 
PHILLIPS! assignments be divided among several individuals. 


His recommendations, he said, were as follows: 


That NORMAN FREED be Treasurer, that JOHN BOYD be 
in charge of Slav organizations, that JOE GERSHMAN 
control the "Jewish Group" and possibly one other 
language group, and that CHARLES SIMS replace 
PHILLIPS as a member of the Secretariat, 


Later in the day, however, BUCK told NY 60-8 that 
at a Secretariat meeting, which he attended after furnishing 
the informant with the information above, FREED had been 
"ruled out" as Treasurer, JOHN BOYD having been selected to be 
Treasurer and to control "Slav work," 


To the informant's inquiry concerning whom he should 
contact while BUCK is abroad, BUCK replied that NY 694-S should 
contact LESLIE MORRIS, 


The informant then transmitted a message to BUCK from 
MAX WEISS, CP, USA, functionary whome the informant had contacted 
before leaving New York for Canada, WEISS requested that when 
BUCK should arrive in Moscow he arrange with the Soviets for 
CLAUDIA JONES to be given medical treatment in Moscow. CLAUDIA 
JONES is a CP, USA, functionary who was scheduled to be deported 
' from the United States on 12/9/55. According to WEISS she will 
await in London an invitation from the Soviets to go to Moscow 
for medical treatment. While in London she also will attempt 
to contact JOHN WILLIAMSON, deported CP functionary now report- 
edly acting as a "CP listening post! in London. CLAUDIA JONES , 
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WEISS had informed the informant, is suffering from high blood 
pressure and a heart ailment. BUCK promised to attend to this 
matter when in Moscow. 


NY 694-S also told BUCK of the current trade union 
Situation, as mentioned heretofore in connection with JOE 
GERSHMAN and BILL KASHTON, BUCK mentioned that GEORGE MEANY, 
of the American Federation of Labor, had been "in touch"! with 
HARVEY MURPHY, head of the MMSWU in Canada. He also stated 
that as of that date it seemed to him that "the canadian MMSWU 
would act as a separate, autonomous entity." 


With respect to BEATRICE VAN SLYKE, FOSTER's grand- 
daughter, BUCK stated that he would make it his business to 
see her while in Moscow and he would make certain that she is 
receiving the best, possible treatment. 


NY 69!-s then discussed with BUCK the matter of the 
missing SEBORERS, describing them only as "apparatus people 
who fled to Russia to avoid exposure." He explained that the 
CP, USA, had no interest in the matter and that ISIDORE NEEDLEMAN 
personally was seeking BUCK's assistance, To NEEDLEMAN, the 
informant told BUCK, the matter was apparently of vital interest, 
NY 694-8 also told BUCK that the possibility exists that the 
Soviets may tell BUCK "to mind his own business." To this BUCK 
replied,"Don't worry ~ I don't think they!ll do that!" 


BUCK made notes of all pertinent data regarding the 
SEBORERS and inquired whether the Soviets would know NEEDLEMAN 
by name. The informant told BUCK that when he had asked NEEDLEMAN 
the same question the latter had replied, "Of course!" NY 694-8 
also emphasized to BUCK that the informant personally had never 
known the missing SEBORERS and that he was acting merely as a 
courier from NEEDLEMAN to BUCK in this matter, NY 694-8, after 
BUCK stated he would undertake this assignment for NEEDLEMAN, 
inquired whether "this will be a tough nut to crack," to which 
BUCK replied, "No - I've traced people before," 
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According to NY 694-S BUCK's attitude throughout the 
discussion was very friendly and BUCK gave no sign of being 
worrried about his assignment to ascertain information from the 
Soviets regarding the SEBORERS. BUCK stated that he expected 
to leave Canada on 12/13/55, via TCA plane, for London where 
he would remain only a few hours and that from London he would 
go to Moscow. BUCK did not mentionhis itinerary from London to 
Moscow, 


NY 694-S then gave a message to BUCK from GITA POTASH 
to be transmitted to her husband IRVING POTASH when BUCK should 
meet the latter abroad. GITA, whom NY 694-S contacted before 
going to Toronto, desired that her husband be informed that she 
could not join him abroad as he had suggested. She is unable 
to join him, BUCK is to tell IRVING POTASH, because of denatural- 
ization proceedings now pending against her and because of the 
Government's refusal to give passports to her daughter and the 
latter's husband. NY 698 noted that in talking to GITA 
POTASH he received a very definite impression that she is not 
aware of the nature of IRVING POTASH's assignment abroad. The 
informant does not consider this unusual, however, inasmuch as 
to his knowledge GITA POTASH was never an active CP member. 
GITA stated to the informant that although she is in contact 
with POTASH by mail and occasionally by telephone "nothing of 
importance ever is discussed, 


With regard to POTASH, NY 694-S told BUCK that 
EUGENE DENNIS had been informed of the request of JOHN WILLIAMSON 
and IRVING POTASH that the CP, USA, authorize their attendance 
as delegates at the Russian CP Congress in Moscow on 2/14/56, 
and that the CP, USA, forward to them necessary credentials. 
Before leaving New york for Toronto, NY 694-S told BUCK,he had 
inquired of MAX WEISS whether the CP, USA, desired to convey to 
WILLIAMSON and POTASH through BUCK any message in this regard. 
WEISS promised to ascertain whether the CP, USA, desired any 
Such message sent to WILLIAMSON and POTASH and later advised 
the informant to contact ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG, who operates 
the Party-controlled "International Publishers", concerning 
this matter. 
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NY 694-S told BUCK that upon meeting TRACHTENBERG 
at the latter's office, TRACHTENBERG gave him a message for 
POTASH and WILLIAMSON - to be transmitted by BUCK - to the 
effect that POTASH and WILLIAMSON and also ALAN MAX, "Daily 
Worker" correspondent, had been authorized by the CP, USA, to 
be delegates to the aforesaid Russian CP Congress, on 2/14/56. 
TRACHTENBERG informed NY 694-9 that in addition to CP, USA, 
authorization,Moscow "approval! also had to be obtained and 
that he, TRACHTENBERG, was the one who "through friends herearrang- 
to obtain the necessary "approval." (Ny 694-5 interprets ech 
"friends" to mean the Soviet Embassy.)  TRACHTENBERG also 
stated that the credentials requested by POTASH and WILLIAMSON 
would be delivered to them through the above mentioned "friends." 


Since NY 694-S had not anticipated receiving instruc- 
‘tions from TRACHTENBERG regarding the POTASH-WILLIAMSON matter, 
he told TRACHTENBERG that the latter's interest in POTASH and 
WILLIAMSON in this regard surprised him, The informant explained 
to TRACHTENBERG Chat as liaison agent between the Canadian CP 
and the CP, USA, he adhered strictly to instructions and that 
as regards this matter of POTASH and WILLIAMSON he had been 
ordered by the Canadian CP to convey the request for authoriza- 
tion only to EUGENE DENNIS, NY 694-9 further told TRACHTENBERG 
that only by reason of DENNIS! parole restrictions, to which 
DENNIS desires to adhere strictly, had NY 694-S delivered the 
message to DENNIS regarding POTASH and WILLIAMSON through Dr, 
ALBERT EMANUEL BLUMBERG, 


NY 694-5 informed the interviewing agents that to 
impress TRAOHTENBERG with the informant!s "security consciousnes" 
he told TRACHTENBERG that had the latter not indicated that he 
was "officially" interested in this matter the informant would 
not discuss it with him. He told TRACHTENBERG that he would not 
inform even WILLIAM Z, FOSTER with respect thereto since his 
instructions from the Canadian CP had been to convey POTASH! s 
message only to DENNIS,  TRACHTENBERG complimented NY 694-9 
for his "discretion" and then, referring to WILLIAM Z, FOSTER 
said, "By no means should you tell him of this."  TRAOHTENBERG 
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thereafter, in somewhat boastful manner, told NY 694-S that 
obtaining approval from Moscow:for POTASH and WILLIAMSON to 
attend the Russian CP Congress was "within my jurisdiction." 
He stated that he "always has been the one who has secured 
approval for people to go to Moscow." He emphasized the point 
that he does not concern himself with arranging the technical 
details of their travel to Moscow. His concern, he said, is 
only to send "their" biographies to Moscow, to recommend that 
"they" be approved for travel to Moscow and to receive "the 
answers" from Moscow.  TRACHTENBERG indicated that the Soviets 
usually approve his recommendations in this respect. 


TRACHTENBERG further stated that currently he is 
interested in sending to Moscow a Negro couple - "artists" He 
said that their passports have expired and that they have 
applied for new passports, He recently sent their biographies 
‘to Moscow but as yet has not received "approval." He felt 
certain, however, that by reason of his recommendation "Moscow" 
would approve their going there, 


As reflected in New York letter dated 11/18/55, before 
leaving for Toronto on a previous trip, NY 694-9 was told by 
TRACHTENBERG that the latter, sometime in early 12/55, desired 
to send two people - a man and wife who have passports - to 
Moscow. TRACHTENBERG, at that time, requested that NY 69-8 
ascertain from the Canadian CP whether the Canadian CP would 
send these people to Moscow via Canada, 


NY 694-S believes that the couple mentioned above is 
identical with the couple concerning whom TRACHTENBERG pre- 
viously had made the request.  '.Insofar as TRACHTENBERG, however, 
did not state specifically that this Negro couple is identical 
with the previously mentioned couple,and insofar as he did not 
renew his request for assistance from the Canadian CP in sending 
them to Moscow, the informant is not certain that the Negro 
couple is identical with the previously mentioned couple, It 
could be, according to the informant, since the Canadian CP, 
through the deceased PAUL PHILLIPS, had agreed to arrange the 
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transportation to Moscow of the couple originally mentioned 

by TRACHTENBERG that TRACHTENBERG assumes that he need not 
further discuss the matter until he is willing to identify the 
Negro couple to NY 694-S. The informant has advised that he 
will be alert to obtain any information with respect to the 
identity of the aforesaid people, 


TRACHTENBERG then mentioned that the Soviet Ambassador 
to the United States, when last în Moscow, had obtained infor- 
mation regarding WILLIAM Z, FOSTER's granddaughter and had 
transmitted such information to FOSTER through TRACHTENBERG, 
TRACHTENBERG did not state specifically whether he personally 
had been in contact with the Soviet Ambassador. 


From TRACHTENBERG!s remarks, NY 694-9 infers that 
TRACHTENBERG is,and probably has been for many years a liaison 
agent of the CP, USA, with the Soviet Embassy in Washington, 
D.C. By reason of the fact, however, that the CP, USA 
apparently considers its contacts with Moscow through the 
Canadian CP important, NY 694-3 is inclined to believe that 
TRACHTENBERG! s ability to secure information from Moscow through 
the Soviet Embassy is restricted to special matters. The 
informant suggested that TRACHTENBERG is a person through whom 
the Soviets, if so inclined, most likely would channel funds 
and communications to the CP, USA, 


BUCK's final remarks to NY 694-S concerned informa- 
tion BUCK had obtained from STANLEY RYERSON's wife, MILLIE, 
who had just returned from Bucharest and with whom BUCK had 
conferred on the previous day, MILLIE RYERSON, according to 
BUCK, had advised him as follows; 


At a recent Cominform meeting it was decided that on 
account of the "current, sudden change in the political 
atmosphere," the original plan to discontinue publication of 
the Cominform organ "Por a Lasting peace - por a people's 
Democracy" would be abandoned. The publication will be expanded, 
more attention to be paid hereafter to countries outside the 
"Democracies." This will require increase of personnel, It 
also is desired by the Cominform that more English speaking 
people become associated with the publication and in that 
connection it was suggested that the CP, USA, send "a good 
capable guy! to Bucharest. It was further suggested that 
several such individuals from "North America! could be used. 
At the aforesaid Cominform meeting it also was decided that 
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"the content" of the Cominform publication, above mentioned, 
be increased. 


STANLEY RYERSON will continue indefinitely to be 
associated with the said Cominform publication. According to 
BUCK, in the short time during which RYERSON has been in 
Bucharest, "he has done the Canadian CP a lot of good," 


MILLIE RYERSON also had informed BUCK that "when JOHN 
WILLIAMSON and IRVING POTASH first arrived on the other side! 
they thought it might be a good idea for them to do what 
STANLEY was doing in the Cominform. After discussion of the 
matter, however, it was decided that if people such as they 

were known to be with the cominform the Cominform would appear 


to be an asylum for deportees. Also, it would show a link with 
the CP, USA," 


Commenting on the above information, BUCK stated he 
inferred from MILLIE RYERSON's remarks that there is now no 
talk of the Cominform going out of existence,  BUCK thought 
there still remains a possibility of structural changes" in 
the Cominform,but in view of the current political atmosphere 


he thought that there is less likelihood of such changes being 
made now. 


ISIDORE NEEDLEMAN 


On 12/8/55, after returning to New York from Toronto, 
NY 694-S advised ISIDORE NEEDLEMAN that TIM BUCK had promised 
to contact the Soviets in Moscow for information regarding 
the missing SEBORERS. The informart also told NEEDLEMAN that 
after considerable deliberation he had decided not to inform 
BUCK of the "A" bomb details of the case. Instead, the 
informant advised NEEDLEMAN he had mentioned merely that the 
SEBORERS were “apparatus people who had been forced to flee to 
Russia in fear of exposure." NEEDLEMAN seemed relieved to hear 
this. He said, "After I told you that I was sorry that I did. 
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When I told you I did so because I felt it would emphasize 
to BUCK the importance of the matter, But forget about it 


now, will you." The informant assured NEEDLEMAN that he 
already had forgotten about it.

ZEITLIN and the missing SHBORER brothers. 


Referenced Fhiladelphia airtel, prepared subsequent 
to above, advised that the Philadelphia Cffice believes con- 
tact with the MENDELSOHNS. at this time would be untimely 
and unwise; that information concerning whereabouts of missing 
S&BOR&R brothers may be obtained through NY 694-54, Philadelphia 
recommended holding in abeyance contact with the MBNDELSOHNs. 
pending results of NY 69l-S4's contact with TIM BUCK so as 
not to jeopardize informant, Philadelphia requested comments 
of NYO and NYO's opinion why NEEDLEMAN persists in attempting 
to obtain information concerning the SEBORERs when the Russians 
apparently will not furnish him the information. 
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For info Philadelphia, TIM BUCK agreed to inquire 
re SEBORERs when in Moscow. 


Following are comments and recommendations of N0 
re above: 


1. NYO has no positive knowledge why NEEDLEMAN 
persists in attempting to obtain info. Possibility exists 
that NEEDLEMAN justifiably believes bureaucratic hindrances 
and red tape are responsible for his unsuccessful attempts 
to obtain info through Soviet Embassy, rathcr than Russian 
refnanl to furnish him sam, 


2. NYO has no positive knowledge why NEEDLEMAN 
wants the info, whether out of curiosity or for MAX SEBORsR, 
NYO of opinion mere curiosity is not the compelling factor, 
The following assumption appears most probable: 

NEEDLEMAN is currently operating an "apparatus", 

Which possibly includes MAX SEBORER and others, MAX SEBORKR 
and possibly others are aware of missing SEBORERS' past 
apparatus" work and subsequent entry behind "Iron Curtain’, 
Lack of news from missing SEBOREHs raises question in mind 
of MAX SEBORER and possibly other current "apparatus" persons, 
that sanctuary was not afforded missing S#BORERs by their 
Soviet principals; that having served their purpose, they 
have been purged, "aX SEBOR&k and possibly other current 
"apparatus" personnel are beginning to fear similar fate in 
the event it is necessary for them to escape to the Soviet 
Zone, NEEDLEMAN, therefore, is having difficulty in controlling 
and operating the "apparatus",

The investigation of the missing SEBORERS seeks 
to ascertain; 


l. The specific information to which the SEEORERS 
had aecess, 


2, What details the professional or social 
contacts of the SEBORERS can supply about their activities, 
travels, friends, finances and odd incidents of behavior, 


3, Whether the information obtained from (1) and 
(2) can lead to disclosures of overt acts and disclose 
the identities of others involved in the above and other 
acts of espionage committed by NEEDLEMAN and the SEBORERS, 


It is absolutely necessary that the above be 
accomplished without the exposure of NY 69l,-8: and without 
alerting NEEDLEMAN to the fact that an espionage investi- 
gation is being directed against him, The New York Office 
does not boliovo that if NEEDLEMAN or the SEBORER family 
learn that the FBI is investigating the missing SEBORERS, 

NY 694-98% is thereby compromised. The New York Office, 
however,. has been trying to develop some uniform logical 
basis for making inquiry re the SEBORERS; a basis logical 
enough that NEEDLEMAN!s suspicions would not be aroused 

and yet flexible enough to allow the FBI to conduct a completa 
and thorough program of investigation and interview, The 
New York Office believed that the most logical basis for 

such an investigation would be the inquiry of ROSE MENDELSOHN 
to the State Department. As the Bureau points out, for 

the FBI to be seeking an aunt who may have disappeared 

behind the Iron Curtain is unrealistic, However, it 

would seem only natural that this country would show 

concern about the whereabouts of four of its citizens, two 

of whom were formerly employed by the U,S, Government 

in highly sensitive positions, who had access to secret 
information and who had not returned to this country after 

an absence of over four years, This becomes more realistic 
when a relative of one of these individuals, ANNA ZEITLIN, 

as early as 1952 openly expressed the fear that the party 

of which ZEITLIN was a member might have ben kidnapped 

and taken behind the Iron Curtain, 
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This opinion is based on these facts, The 
brothers left the United States in 1951 because they feared 
exposure, They thought they were being investigatod or 
would soon be investigated, In June, 1955, NEEDLEMAN 
knew of tho Bureauls inquiry about the SEBORERS because 
GLORIA CHOMAK KATZ so advised ROSE BRUN, who informed 
WhiDLsRAN, Thus, from 1951 through 1955 NELDLEMAN could con-- 
clude that the brothers were of interest to the Bureau, 

This interest  prodates NEEDLEMAN!s disclosure to NY 69).-S# 
in December, i955, 


NEEDLEMAN and MAX SEBORER could be afforded 
additional assurance of the Buroau!s long standing interest 
in the missing SEBORERS (prior to NY Ó69li-3:! knowledge of 
this matter), through the intended use of ROSE MENDELSOHN, 

It was with this in mind that proposal was made to have Mrs. 
MENDELSOHN write MAX SEBORER regarding the whereabouts of 
ZEITLIM and the SEBORERS, It is noted that the complaint 

to the State Department by MENDELSOHN regarding her aunt 

was as early as 1952, 


MENDELSOHN!s writing to MAX SEBORER would thus 
inform NEEDLEMAN that the government had reason to believe 
that the missing brothers had vanished behind the Iron 
Curtain, The New York Office believes that it is most 
important that NEEDLEMAN become aware of MENDELSOHN!s 
interest because if some associate of the missing brothers, 
after being interviewed, reports to MAX SEBORER details 
of the current inquiry, NEEDLEMAN would believe MENDELSOHN 
was the source of our knowledge that the SEDORERS are behind 
the Iron Curtain, 


It is thought that the above proposed plan 
would divert NEEDLEMAN!s suspicions from the true nature 
of the investigation, namely, HEEDLEMAN!s and the SEBORERS 
part in the espionage activities, As NEEDLEMAN has only 
recently l"spolled out" to M Gol, Së details of the SEBORERS!
